GUAYAQUIL (Ecuador) Dec. 7.— 
[By South can Cable.} .Consul- 
General Thomag Nast died today at 


noon, after thgte day?’ iiiness from 
yellow fever. is remains were in- 
terred at 5 o'clock this afternoon. The 
funeral was attended by the Governor, 
the consular corps, the American col- 
ony, and by many friends. The coffin 
was wraped in the Stars and Stripes. 
The British Consul recited a prayer 
in the cemetery. : 

The death of Mr. Nast is deeply la- 
mented by the natives, who held him 
in high ‘esteem. 


Sketch of His Life.. 

Thomas Nast was born at 
in Bavaria, September 27, 1840, 
and came to <America as “a 
child of 6 years. He began draw- 
ing for publication at the age of i4, 
and between that time and the oc-. 
casion of his marriage, at the age of 
21 years, he worked for Frank Leslie's 
Magazine, and the London Illustrated 
News, both here and abroad. In 1860 
he had ridden in Gafibald!’s train in 
a campaign for the deliverance of Italy, 
and when the Civil War broke out he 
went to the front as an artist. 

Nast was then a boy of 21 years, 
and a new career opened up before 
him. From a roving artist, he- was 
changed to a patriot, and the powerful 
emblematic cartoons done at that 
period for Harper’s first 
brought him into general notice, and | 
endeared him to the army, which he 
glorified. His work at that périod was 
serious and intensely earnest. It was 
not until after the war, when Andy 
Johnson performed his famous feat of 
“swinging round the circle,” that Nast 
himself discovered and developed the 
tendency and talent for caricature 
that, a few years later, in the wonder- 
fal warfare on the Tweed ring, made 
him one ef the most famous men in 
America. The best compliment Nast 
ever received came from Boss Tweed, 
who said he did not care what the 
newspapers said, but he wanted Nast’s 
pictures stopped, as they hurt. . 
_Nast’s earicatures on Greeley, when 
he ran for the Presidency, did the edi- 
tor more damage than all the editorials, 
as they were terribly savage. Jn later 
years, Nast revived some of his old 
_success in.his caricatures of Croker 
as the tiger.of Tammany Hall. Nast 
was appointed Consul-General at 
Guayaquil this year, leaving New York 
for his post July 1.

Electrié Battery Fails to Arouse 


Oxygen Moves Heatts.

. PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 7.—Dr: Wile 
liam A. Keene, the eminent surgeon of 
‘this city, who was recently summoned 
to Annapolis to perform an operation 
on Midshipman Aiken to relieve him 
of the effects of injuries sustained: in- 
a football game, attributes the success 
of his operation to knowledge gained 
through experiments in vivisection._Dr. 
Keene has addressed a letter setting 
forth the facts in the case to Senator 
Gallinger, whom ,he regards as one of 
the leaders of the anti-vivisectionists 
in this country. Dr. Keene, in his 
letter, says: 

“I deem it my duty to call your at- 
tention to the case of Midshipman 
Aiken of the United States Naval Acad-. 
emy, who was recently injured in a 
football game. My reason for doing so 
is to show you, by a single concrete 
example, that knowledge gained by ani- 
mal experimentation is an immense 
boon to humanity, and that therefore, 
such experiments should be — heartily 
eneouruged. ‘Ihe facts of Mr. Aiken's 
case are as follows: 

“When [ first saw him, three days 
after. the aceident, | found that 
he had been unconscious for a half hour 
after the accident, and ever since then 
had complained bitterly of 
‘which he loeated always in the fore- 
head. Soon after the accident he began 
to develop convusions. six hours 

da half after I saw him, he had 
tWenty-four of these attacks, all lim- 
ited to the right arm. 

“There was no fracture of the skull. 


jury was a’ slight bruise at the outer 
end of the left eyebrow. Had I seen 
this case before 1885, I would not 
have been able to explain why the 
Spasms were chiefly manifested in the 
right arm. I, would have been justi- 
fied in inferring that prebably the 
front part of his brain was injured at | 
the site of the bruise. Had I opened | 
his skull at that point I would have 


found a perfectly normal brain, and 
have missed the clot. The young 
man therefore would have died, 


whether his skull had been opened or 
not. 

“In 1902, observe the difference. As 
a result of knowledge derived from 
experiments upon animals, which have 
located precisely the center. for mo- 
tion of the right arm, I reached 
the conclusion that there had been a 
rupture of a blood vesse] within the 
head, and that the situation of the clot 
should correspond’ to the arm center. 
Its position was fixed absolutely, as 
a result of experiments upon animals. 

“As soon as the skull was opened at 
this point, the clot was found. its 
thickest ‘point being exactly over the 
arm center; and: the blood was re- 
moved, with the result that the pa-. 
tient’s life was saved. +This is only 
one of hundreds of casésiin which a 
similar exact location has been made 
by many surgeons, both .in Europe 
and America. 

“The anti-vivisectionists have fre- 
quently: denied that surgeons have 
learned anything from s experi- 
ments. I state with the greatest post- 
tiveness that without the knowledge 
derived from experiments upon an!- 
mals, which have demonstrated the 
facts of cerebral localization, I should 
never have been able to locate’ the 
clot in head re- 
move it. 

“In view, therefore, of the evident: 
and possible benefit of such experi- 
ments, J trust that you will be willing 
to desist from further efforts at such 
repressive, and, as I regaritl it, most 
inhumane and cruel legislation.”

TEST OF ELECTRIC BATTERY.

ST. LOUIS, Dec. 7:—Mrs. J. B. Aber. 
nathy, who suddenly dropped to sleep 
while reading a newspaper aloud to her 
husband Friday morning, is still in a 
somnolent state. The attending physi- 
cian this afternoon again applied an 
electric battery, and for a moment the 
sleeper’s eyes opened, she made a 
slight effort to sit up, and then sighed 
and fell back aslicep without having ut- 
tered a word. 

Her breathing is deep, and her heart 
action is pronounced . The physi- 
cian believes her condition is due to 
cerebral hemorrhage, and thinks she 
should awaken of her own accord about 
Thursday, “after a.period of six 

ays. ‘ 

“The alternative is,” he said, “that 
if blood instead of serum has con- 
gested in the brain, she may pass 
away while asleep. The principal 
symptom is a swelling of the arachnoid, 
one of the three principal membranes 
of the brain. However, I believe. her 
chances for recovery are favorable.” 

Mrs. Abernethy is a believer fn spir-

OXYGEN STIRS DEAD HEART. 


PROF. LINGLE’S DISCOVERY. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES:} 
CHICAGO, Dec. 7.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) New discoveries are being 
made by the physiologists associated 
with Dr. Jacque Loeb of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. The latest one is by 
Prof. David J. Lingle, one of the men 
who, for several years, has been one 
of Prof. Loeb's chief assistants in his 
experiments into the question of what 
it is that causes the heart to heat and. 
what sustain its action when once 
started. 
Prof. Lingle now comes forth with 
the theory that it is not only salt 
(known as sodium chloride) 
stimulates and ‘causes the heart ac- 
tion, but that oxygen gas is even a 
more important factor in sustaining 
heart action. Prof. Lingle secured: the 
result which he has attained partly 
by accident. While experimenting 
with a strip of turtle’s heart, which 
he was moving from one vessel con- 
taining sodium chloride, he noticed 
that the beating of the strip was 
greatly increased when it came into 
contact with the afr.

devised them was a woman of high 
social position, and not a Vixen of the 
slums. At-.any rate, the affair will 
rank aS one of the most extraordinary 
cases of ill treatment af a child that 
ever has been recorded. 

Testifying in cqurt before a jury, lit- 
tle “Connie” Penruddocke declared

| Position to a change which the peo- 


ple, generally speaking. desire. This 


popular desire, which has been made

There are some States, perhaps, in 
which the people would prefer to have 
the Sénators elected by the Legisla- 
ture, as at present.

But, where 
once they disported themselves as fish- 
‘ers and hunters, with an occasional 
sortie up the Colorado to wallop the 
Wallapais, by way of keeping their 
hand in as warriors, théy now exist 
as engine wipers, section laberérs and 
conveyors of scrap iron around the 
shops of the Santa Fé Railroad. It is 
against all tradition that the Indian 
should work, but the Mojave does it, 
and, worse than that, he carries home 
the groceries fer his wife while she 
wobbies along behind him in the most 
approved manner of their pale-face 
neighbors. Further still, having be- 
come workingmen, they formed a union, 
and, not long ago, the union ordered a 
strike. 

The Mojaves make good laborers, be- 
ing big, strong, strapping fellows, as a 
rule, and the superintendent at Needles, 
‘put them to unloading coal.

At the First Christian Church Rev. A. 
C. Smither preached last night the sec- 
ond sermon in his series on ‘‘The Social 
Teachings of Jesus.” Last night his 
theme was “Jesus and the Laboring 
Man.” He said, in part: 

“The proper «interpretation of the 
teaching of Jesus is the true solution 
of the most of humanity's perplexing 

roblems. The current question of la- 

r is no exception. It was appointed 
unto man in his creation that he shoulda 
labor. Part of the penalty of his sin- 
ning in Eden was the appointment that 
he should earn his daily bread by his 
toil in overcoming the thorns and briars 
which were to grow out of the sin- 
cursed earth. Labor is a necessity for 
man's well being in the very deepest 
needs of his nature. An idie brain is 
the devil's workshop. is has in the 
very nature of the case always been 
true. It was never truer than today. 

“When Jesus came into the world it 
was on the plan of one who earned His 
daily bread by physical labor. The car- 
penter of Nazareth has always been a 
glorious appellation as applied to_Je- 
sus. He called around Himself others 
who were tollers in life's battles. Jesus 
honored in His exampleand approved in 
His teaching the dignity of labor. Be- 
fore God the only distinction between 
men is that based upon character. 
Whether a man is a daily toller or a 
millionaire, is of little consequence to 
God. The supreme question before us 
is what a man is and not what he has. 
The teaching of Jesus is that all men 
are the children of God, all brethren. 
The distinctions of caste, condition, 
capital and labor are of earthly origin. 
They have little to do with acceptance 
before God. 

“Ss labor is a pfriivie necessity for 
human good and happiness, so is cap- 
ital which is the product of labor. When 
the product of labor is sound and set 


ital. No business affair of any conse- 
quence can be conducted without cap- 
ital, It builds our railroads, runs our 
street cars, and is indispensable to hu- 
man prosperity. To subserve their high- 
est ends there must be complete co- 
operation between capital and labor. 
They must work in harmony else strife, 
discord, and human suffering will result 


rights of the laboring man are denied, 
and vice versa. Here as elsewhere the 
rights of others must be regarded.’ 

‘Jesus’ contribution to the solution of 
this problem, as of others, is found in 
His teaching that all men are broth- 
ers; that no one class is or must be in 
slavery or subjection to the other; and 
that growing out of this relation each 
man must fulfill his. oblizatiion to his 
fellow-man. This obligation has found 
expression in the Golden Rule which is 
the highest rule of conduct in financial 
circles as well as in personal relicious 
life.

_ Nothing Like it in Any Other State 


Accotding to an Expert—Real Chill 
That Shakes You. 


[Times-Democrat:] “The Arkansas 
chil] is distinctive,” said a man from 
the swampy region of that State, 
“and I am sure there is nothing like 
it in any other State or in any other 
region of the world. [| have seen 
}£00d many dfferent types of chillsi, in 
my wandering over the country, but 
I do not hesitate to make the claim 
that the Arkansas product is in a 
class by itself. There is the chill, for 
instance, which is pecullar tothe Ohio 
Valley, and if you will take my word 
or it, it Is no easy thing. on one’s 
Sysiem. There is a chill peculiar to 
the swampy regions of West Tennres- 
see, which consists of a series of lazy 
yawns, a feeling of sluggishness and 
a little fever, 
hill. 
“But for the genuine chill, the arti- 
cle that will shake you’ until your 
joints pop, you want to cross. the 
river and go over tnto Arkansas. 
} There you will find the peculiar’ brand 
‘Il had in mind when I began this 
story... It seems to be indigenous to 
the soil, and, somehow, the people get 
used to them. I have seen a man have 
as many as two chills a day. one in 
the morning and one in the evening. I 
have seen men have every-day chills 
and third-day chills and chills every 
nine days. I have seen men engaged 
in farming in the St. Francis basin 
shake until they would almost jar 
the mud chimneys down at the end 
of the shack. 

They would simply shake the whole 
house, and you could hear their teeth 
rattle a hundred yards from the house. 
I heard a man.say a few years ago, 
and he had livea in that section a good 
long time, that three-fourths of the 
crop of red pepper was consumed every 
year in an effort to keep the chills off. 
They are great believers in red pepper 
as a remedy for chills. Of course, I 
am not vouching for this red-pepper 
statement, although I know personally 
that the citizens of the section use it 
a great deal in an effort to break the 
chills. How much of the crop. they 
use I do not Know, but fr6m what I 
know about the annual crop of chills 
I should say they used a considerable 
amount of pepper. Quinine is also used 
in the sections which are able to sup- 
port physicians, but red pepper is the 
remedy in the out-of-the-way places. 

“Speaking of chills) when I was up 
in that section of the country I used 
to get a fiendish sort of satisfaction 
out of seeing a frog have a chill. I 
have seen a frog shake for an hour 
and he wc\/d do nothing but. get into 


blow. When he would quit shaking he 
would make a break for the water, and 
I knew then that his pulse was beating 
faster and the fevér was coming on. 
Oh, yes; I've seen frogs shake with the 
Arkansas type of chills until vou could 
imagine you heard their teeth clatter- 
ing. All of which goes to show what I 
said in the beginning, and that is that 
the Arkansas chill is peculiar, distinct- 
ive, unique in all respects.”

The demand for 
basebalis is always a steady one, and 
does not fluctuate to any appreciable 
extent.”’ 

The mmenufacture of baseballs does 
not give employment to so large a4 
number of persons as might be sup- 
posed. About 1000 persons, mostly in 
New York, make the _ entire supply. 
Women take hundreds of these balls 
to their homes and sew them, particu-_ 
larly the cheaper varieties. The sew- 
ing of the more expensive league balls 
is a more scientific matter and is done 
only by veteran baseball]  stitchers. 
Néw York, Philadelphia and Massachu- 
setts are the chief places of baseball 
manufacture. 


EAD IN COMMERCE 
BOUND TO CONTINUE. 
> 


WONDERFUL GROWTH OF TRADE 
OF THE UNITED STATES. 


No Fear That Any Other Will Out- 
grow Us as a Producer—Our Su- 
premacy as an Exporting Medium is 
not Endangered by Any Known Com- 
petitor. 


{[Brogkiyn Eagie:] O. P. Austin, chief 
of the Bureau of Statistics, makes the 
statement that the people of the United 
States have always been a commercial 
people. Our commerce grew from 
$1,000,000 in 1700 to $17,000,000 in 

773, and after the Revolution rapidly 
increased until it was nearly $100,000,- 
000 in the ciosing years of the eigh- 
teenth century. Napoleonic wars threw 
a large share of the commercial trade 
between the European countries and 
their colonists into the hands of Amer- 
ican vessels, which landed .it, construc- 
tively or otherwise, at American ports, 
so that it might be considered nomi- 
nally Ameri¢an commerce, and thus 
evade the blockades of the European 
countries. Hence our apparent com- 
merce in foreign goods during the open- 
ing wars of the century was abnormally 
large. Taking the domestic exports 
oniy and the imports less the reéxports, 
the total] of the year 1800 was $34,000,000, 
although the grand total of domestic 
and foreign was about $162,000,000, 

Taking this basis of $84,000,000, Mr. 
Austin showed that the net imports 
had grown from $52,000,000 to over $900,- 
000,000 during the century; and the“do- 
mestic exports from $32,000,000 to %1,- 
460,000,000 in 1901. The imports are six- 
teen times as much as in 1800, the ex- 
ports forty-six times as much as in 
1800. The per capita imports have 
grown from $9.83 in 1300 to $10.83 in 
1200, and the exports for each individ- 
ual from $6.10 to $18. 

Comparing the growth in our exports 
with that of England, France and Rus. 
sia, Mr. Austin showed that the United 
States had sinee 1325 moved from the 
third in rank to the head if the list, 
and comparing exports with those of 
the United Kingdom, France and Ger- 
many since 13/0 the United States had 
moved from the bottom to the top of 
the list, the actual increase in exports 
of these other countries from 1870 to 
1901 being, considering only domestic 
products, France, $263,000,000;. United 
Kingdom, $194,000,000; Germany, $561,- 
000,000; United States, $1,084,000,000, the 
increase by the United States being 
nearly as much as that of France, Ger- 
weeny and the United Kingdom com- 

ned. 

The supremacy of the United States 
as- an exporting medium, Mr. Austin 
said, was likely to continue. The five 
great requirements of man are food, 
clothing, heat, light and manufactures, 
and of all. these the United States are 
the world’s greatest producer. For 
food the United States produces more 
wheat and meats than anv other na- 
tion and three-fourths of the corn of 
the worid. For clothing she produces 
three-fourths of the cotton of the 
world. For heating we are the world’s 
greatest producer of coal; for light our 
petroleum production of quality for il- 
luminating purposes is the largest in 
the world, and in the manufactures 
our production is not-only larger than 
that of any other nation but nearly 
double that of the United Kingdom 
and about equal to the combined pro- 
— of Germany, France and Rus- 
sia. 

The fears that some other country 

will outgrow the United States as a 
producer of great staples have not been 
realized, but on the contrary, recent 
growth has been far more rapid than 
that of any other country. The six 
countries of the world that produce in 
excess of their own requirements are 
Australia, Argentine. Canada, India, 
Russia and the United States: and the 
frowth in production by the United 
States in 1901 over 1902 wags more than 
that pf all the other countries com- 
bined. the actual increase of prodpe- 
tion in Australia, Argentiné, Canada, 
‘India and Russia, in the ten years’ 
period, being but 190,000,000 bushels of 
all these countries combined, while the 
increase in the United States in the 
same period waa 232,000,900, 
. Regarding other staples, the fact that 
the United States produces one-third 
of the meats that enter into interna- 
tional commerce, and three-fourths of 
the corn and cotton, equally reas- 
suring. The fact that the United States 
are now the world’s greatest nroducer 
of manufactures and one-half of our 
exports of manufactures now find a 
market in Europe, the great manufac- 
turing center of the world, seems to 
indicate that our supremacy as a man. 
| ufacturing as well as a producing na- 
tion may be considered assured.

\ FORTY-SEVEN YEARS AGO. 


A T A MEETING of railway passen-

West. Starting with 1855, the speaker 

showed that atethat time there were 

18,000 miles of railroads in the United 

States, against the 200,000 miles in 

operation today. The Middle Atlantic 

States, which then led in mileage, had 

5000 miles, or one-half of what Texas 

now-has. lowa was proud of sixty- 

eight miles then; today it has over 

9600. Minnesota did not have a mile 

of track in 1855, nor was any bullt until 

seven years later; today there are 7000 

miles. Since 1860 the freight tonnage 

has increased 530 per cent., the popula- 
tion of the country 145 per cent. 

In 1855 there were 4000 Indians in 
what is now Yellow Medicine county, 
demanding their overdue annuities and 
provisions, while Gen. Harney, out in 
Nebraska, with an Indian war on his 
hands, was handicapped bythe fact 
that corn for his men cost $6 a bushel 
at the nearest agency. In that year 
50,000 immigrants crossed the plains to 
California, taking nearly a year for 
the trip. A railroad line had been sur- 
veyed from St. Paul to Vancouver, 
and the engineer in charge reported 
that the line weuld run through 37¢ 
miles of arable land. Another survey 
was made from Council Bluffs to San 
Francisco, and thé engineer of that 
line estimated that the line would run 
throtigh 632 miles of habitable coun- 
try. 

Mr. Whitney then showed that the 
country which was regarded as no bet- 
ter than a desert in 1855 produced last 
year three-fourths of the nation’s 
wheat, 525,000,000 bushels; one-half of 
the coaree grain of the world. more 
than 1,500,000,000 bushels; it fed and 
sheared three-fourths of the sheep, 
about 30,000,000; it supplied three- 
fourths of the beef cattle, 18,000,000, and 
three-fifths of the milch gows and hogs. 
It contains more than 25,000,000 po»ula- 
tion, or more than New England and 
the Middle States combined. 

In 1855 the American Agriculturist 
pubiished an article entitled “Munchau- 
sen Stories About Western Farmers,” 
which exposed as a falsehood the re- 
port that an Illinois farm, located 130 
miles south of Chicago, produced 200 
acres of wheat and that 600 more had 
been broken for the next crop. The 
editor then demonstrated. scientifically 
that the western prairies would not 
grow wheat. The States of Minnesota 
and the Dakotas now produce 200,000.- 
000 ‘bushels of wheat annualiy, which 
is neariy double the entire wheat crop 
ouhtry when the editor lafd 
down his scientific axiom. 

More remarkable still were Mr. Whi't- 
ney’s figures on the Lake Superior 
tonnage. The first Soo canal was 
opened in 1855, and its registered ton- 
nage for that year was 106,000 tons: it 
now exceeds 30,000000 tons. The pas- 
sengers carried then numbered 4909: 
the number is now more than 50.000. 
Te coal shipment in 1855 amounted to 
1499 tons; today !s passes 4,000,000 tons. 
The flour shipments were then west- 
bound, and amounted to 10,000 harrels: 
today it ts.all eastbound, and is close 
to 10,000,000 barrels. No wheat passed 
through the foo up to 1870: today it 
exceeds 60,000,000 bushels. _ The iton- 
ore tonnage in 1855 was ahowt 1409 tone; 
ow it amovnts to more than 25.000 609. 
Lumber then went West fof the shan- 
ties of the settlers: now the castern 
shipments amount to 1,000,000,000 feet. 
Then the total tonnage of the freight 
carried and the cost of transportation 
was too sma!! to be put into’ a perma- 
nent record: the year'v tonhage is now

AMERICAN COTTON GOODS: 
Causing Uneasiness in Europe. 
Cotton goods and flour are two items 
of American export to China which 
show the largest gains. The. increas- 
ing popularity of our cotton goods 
seems’ to be causing some uneasiness 
to European manufacturers. British 
Commercial Attaché Jamieson, com- 
menting upon this, says thé@t other cot- 
ton manufacturers are figding it in- 
creasingly difficult to compete with 
the United States, particularly in the 
coarser grades of cottons. The Ameril-' 
can marufacturer, he says, enjoys ad- 
vantages in the way of geographical po- 
sition, transport rates and improved 
machinery. in gray goods the compe- 
tition is especially while in 
other lines American goods are. at 
least holding their own.

Since then it has been 
given out that an immense iron and 
copper smelter plant is to be erected 
shortly on the Alameda side of the Oak- 
land harbor opposite’ to the site of the 
steel works. It is in the gir, also, that 
a number of manufactorfes are to foi- 
low the construction of the san Joa- 
quin and Terminal Railroad, to which 
a franchise has just been granted to 
enter Oakland on the south side. Great 
activity in the same line of development 
is visible in the neighborhood of Point 
Richmond, It is understood that sev- 
eral important manufactories are to 
be established there as soon as the pipe 
line of the Standard Oil Company 1s 
completed from the Kern county oil 
fields. The company has a tract of 160 
acres at the point, and it is proposea 
to manufacture a great variety cf use- 
ful products which are obtainable from 
the crude petroleum drawn from the 
Kern River_wells. This activity in man- 
ufacturing development is the direct 
result of the cheap fuel which the ofl 
fields of California are now contribut- 
ing. Added to this is the recognition by 
manufacturers that a splendid fleld ex- 
ists for all kinds of manufacturing, 
and a ready market is at hand for their 
products. e bay shore furnishes them 
with a suitable location, ship and ed

| ‘Meteor Brings Neatly Two Million 
| Feet of Lumber and Thousands of 


* 


Water Struck at Wilmington. 


| PEDRO, ~The largest 
consignment of lumber ever brought 
to thisport is now being discharged 
» from steaméf Méteor, which ar- 
rived seVeral days ago. The cargo con- 
sists of 1,856,000 feet of lumber, and 
includes 76,000 bundles of shingles. Fig- 
uring at the rate of 609 bundles to the 
, carload, which is the ordinary load, 
| the Meteor’s cargo would fiji 127 cars, 
| making a complete train one mile in 
length. If the shingles were made to 
cover a roof. 100 feet wide, they would 
string out for a distance of three and 
one-haif miles. The total value of the 
cargo is placed at $47,500 

The Meteor could not land after en- 
tering the inner harbor, and many 
thousand feet of lumber had to be 
taken off in midstreayn before she 
could tie up at any of the wharyres. 
The vessel was then drawing nine- 
seen feet of water. The craft maas- 
ures 245 feet in length. with a 42-féot 
‘beam, and carries a crew of thirty 
men. She was built about a year and 
‘a half ago at Toledo, ©., and has been 
engaged in the humber ‘traffic of this 
Coast for a little over a year. The 
Meteor belongs to the Globe Naviga- 
tion Company of Seattle.

There is some talk of a large 
winery being erected near Wilmington 
next season.
